You can use a ready-made quiz, or customize 
your own quiz from an item bank of over 3,000 
questions – all on Arizona standards.

For $50 to $100, much less than you would 
find elsewhere, you can take an online 
course, for which almost all districts give 
horizontal movement.  This includes 
required English Language Learner  
courses, and about 15 additional courses 
per quarter.

For example, Google Apps makes it possible for a 
number of teachers to work together on one document.

Take a test of cloned and previously used questions– 
any subject, any grade level.  We'll show you the 
correct answers for questions you got wrong, and 
won't tell anyone.

IDEAL will be expanded to allow student access to 
information that you choose, and parent access to 
grades to date and homework assignments.

IDEAL is currently available for certified and highly qualified Arizona teachers 
and administrators through a secure single sign-on. There are also resources 
available to other stakeholders outside of the single sign on.
